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SCROFULA AND PHTHISIS. 


An elaborate paper recently delivered before the Council of German 
Pathologists at Munich by Dr. Baumgiirtner is worthy of extended 
notice, for the reason that its author views the two diseases above 
referred to as in no wise identical ; in fact, as presenting clinical 
manifestations that can in no way be accounted similar. This view 
is allthe more noteworthy because the prevalent belief to-day re- 
garding their close relationship emanated almost entirely from the 
German school. 

The arguments brought forwarded by Dr. Baumgirtner are mostly 
of a character familiar to and upheld by pathologists of a quarter of 
a century ago, and in the light of modern investigation can have few 
believers. 

Great stress is laid upon the fact that scrofula is less fatal than 
phthisis, and that the former appears at a much earlier period than 
the latter. This, it seems to us, is fully answered when we consider 
the conditions prevailing at these respective periods. Scrofula 
manifests itself in early life because of the unusual activity of the 


lymphatic system at that time ; whereas phthisis appears later, at a 


time when the lungs are more actively employed, when the modify- 
ing influences of puberty are dominant, when the freedom from care 
incident to childhood is exchanged for sedentary and perhaps un- 
healthful pursuits, when the responsibilities of matured life bear 


heavily upon a constitution perhaps otherwise impaired.

On the clinical side of the subject his arguments are equally 
untenable. To maintain, for example, that the morbid processes 
are different simply because the range of temperature in the two 
diseases is not the same, or because the prognosis in the one is more 
favorable than in the other, shows the shallow basis upon which his 
deductions are drawn. As well might he assert that acute inflamma- 
tions originating in different parts of an organism are due to different 
morbid processes simply because the range of temperature happens 
to vary, or because in our case it attacks a more vital part than in 
another. Such a line of reasoning needs no refutation. The 
premises being faulty, the conclusions must necessarily share the 
same fate. A further differential characteristic is advanced when 
he alludes to the anzmia, waste, and night-sweats, so common in the 
phthisical subject, but which are almost wholly absent in scrofula. 
Here, again, it depends solely on the location of the disease. 


Scrofula and phthisis are as much manifestations of the same mor- 


bid change as acute inflammations are outcomes of one single 


process, 7.¢., acute inflammation. 

In conclusion it may be stated that although these two affections 
have given rise to an almost endless dispute both from a clinical and 
pathological standpoint, the weight of opinion to-day is in favor of 
regarding them as identical so far as the morbid process in each is 
concerned. It has been urged from time to time that they stand in 
the relation to each other of cause and effect, of primary disease and 
secondary disease, but a close observance of clinical data fails to 
bear out any such relationship. Such data serve rather to confirm 
the belief that phthisis should be regarded.as scrofula of the lung 
in the same sense that a scrofulous lymphatic mass should be re- 
garded as phthisis of a gland. The same predisposing causes obtain 
in both diseases, a fact that Ruehle has called attention to in detail. 
Where scrofula is prevalent, phthisis is also common, and although 
there are exceptions to this, they are to be explained by conditions

that in the one case lead to the surface ailments of scrofula, and in 
the other to general pulmonary disorders. 

Comparing the naked-eye appearances of scrofula with those of 
phthisis, we find them very similar. The lungs and the gland, for 
example, become affected in certain spots which spread and later on 
caseation sits in. Cavities are formed which, for a time at least, are 
not affected by a barrier of healthier action. In both cases, how- 
ever, the caseous mass may be encapsuled or become cretaceous, or 
the whole process may be associated with a development of fibrous 
tissue (fibroid phthisis). Histologists generally agree that in their 
minute anatomy they bear a very close resemblance to each other. 

In the matter of heredity, too, these two disorders are seen to be 
interchangeable. A phthisical parent often begets scrofulous chil- 


dren, and a scrofulous parent phthisical offspring. 


RESTORATION OF THE CERVIX DEMANDED IN CERTAIN CASES, FROM 
AN ANATOMICAL STANDPOINT. *

Ido not propose to abuse your kindness by a long dissertation 
upon a subject the literature of which is so ample. But there is 
danger that the fate which befalls at some time most surgical pro- 
cedures may, after twenty-six years of brilliant success, assail 
trachelorraphy and it be relegated to temporary obscurity. I am 
inclined to believe that it is especially neglected among physicians 
of our therapeutical faith, by whom too often the special remedy 


for peculiar symptoms is sought, without regard to the existing and 
exciting cause.

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I will admit without discussion that in many women having 
lacerated cervices there may be no symptoms excited by the injury ; 
that often in others the local or general symptoms are of slight 
moment and may readily be controlled by proper medication, in 
both of which classes of cases the operation is contra-indicated. 
On the other hand I assert, and present the statement to you for 
discussion, that with a certain number of cases of this injury the 
serious local or reflex symptoms can no more be controlled without 
the operation, than you can relieve the pain from a dislocated 
humerus pressing upon the brachial plexus by the exhibition of a 
selected remedy. In each case there is a mechanical injury whose 
irritation can only be removed by the use of the proper surgical 
method. One observer says on this point that we may consider 
that fully 80 per cent. of all parous women have more or less lacer- 
ation. That of all these 50 percent. at no time suffer from the 
effects. That 25 per cent. have results which may be relieved by 
local treatment. That of the Balance one-half have serious symp- 
toms ultimately demanding operation, but which may be temporarily 
controlled ; while for the remaining 12 per cent. there is absolutely 
no hope of relief without the operation. It is to the brief consider- 
ation of this 25 per cent. of cases that I ask your attention. I will 
not detain you with any etiology of the condition. But a knowl- 
edge of the anatomical changes which may result from the wound of 
the cervix will assist in the recognition of the morbid results. 

As in injury of other parts this laceration of the puerperal uterus, 
notwithstanding the opposing factors, may heal by first intention, or 


with so little disturbance of organ or function as to practically con- 


stitute this method of repair. In most cases, however, the opposite 
condition is the result, #.¢., the condition of healing by inflammatory 
processes is seen, briefly, hyperemia and plastic effusion. But 
these, generally, prove insufficient to draw together the everted 


edges. They rarely suffice more than to coat with granulation and 
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cicatricial tissue the angle and edges of the rent. ‘The healing proc- 
ess being further hindered by the fatty degeneration taking place 
in the puerperal uterus; repairs of wounded tissues in this state 
being seldom seen. Therefore, the repair being slow the hyperemia 
is retained, serving to arouse further morbid states. It being well 
known that this hyperemia is the primary stage of all chronic 
uterine disease, its effects as arising from the injury in question may 
be characterized as generalized in the whole uterus or localized in 
the cervix. 

At the very beginning its general uterine effect is to prevent 
involution. ‘The local congestion spreads over the whole uterus, 
delaying fatty degeneration, so leaving the muscular structure hyper- 
trophied, soft, and flabby, forming what we call subinvolution. 
This condition, which is also undoubtedly an early stage in what is 
termed chronic metritis or chronic areolar hyperplasia of the non- 


puerperal uterus, which is also a not rare state generated by chronic 


hyperemia, may like it undergo further changes from hyperplasia 


of connective tissue. Subinvolution, moreover, has been known to 


develop in a more mechanical way in instances where involution 
seemed perfect. Given a case with a cervix ruptured to the crown, 
with edges erected and pulled apart, by the withdrawal of its sup- 
port the body of the uterus sinks down, causing congestion and its 
results. *As regards the existence of subinvolution Kearny says 
that “if a laceration is discovered the diagnosis of more or less 
subinvolution of the whole uterus, or of the cervix alone, is almost 
absolutely certain.” Even allowing the completion of involution, 
the venous engorgement by leading to endometritis, as will be 
shown, may cause the non-puerperal form just alluded to. “ The 
proximate cause in all cases is an excess of venous blood in the 
endometrium and parenchyma.” 

Prolapsus, from the weight of the congested organ with relaxation 
of the ligaments, is a not unfrequent result. Versions and dis-

placements, the mechanical sequence of uterine congestion, are 
most common. 


The local effects on the cervix of the persistent hyperemia are 
characteristic and easily understood. 1. The connective tissue is 
necessarily stimulated to great activity and hence new growth, caus- 
ing the hypertrophy—in some cases followed by atrophy—of either 
or both lips. It must evidently follow, too, that the plastic effusion 
thrown out for repair should serve to increase this hypertrophy. 
2. We find an over-activity of the cervical mucosa, with increased 
follicular secretion, constituting in its early stages ordinary cervical 
catarrh, developing into its severer forms with proliferation of 
glands and epithelium. The effects of this endocervical prolifer- 
ation soon appear on the vaginal portion in the form of erosions or 
fungosities. In these cases the cylindrical epithelium of the canal 
encroaches upon and supersedes the squamous epithelium of the 
vaginal portion. Ina large majority of cases, moreover, fully two- 
thirds, the endocervitis extends to the endometrium, causing the 
chronic form of inflammation of this structure. 

But the effects of this hyperemia do not stop with the organ itself. 
The profusion of vessels and the intimate anastomosis of every class, 
arteries, veins, and lymphatics, afford ample opportunities for the 
irritation to extend to the annexa, with consequent disease of liga- 
ments, tubes, ovaries, and peri-uterine structures, results frequently 
seen. 

Prominent as the alterations in these parts are in the production 
of the symptomatology of the injury, it is not easy to differentiate 
the physiological sequence of changes. Primarily there must be 
excess of functional activity, well marked in the organ itself, but 
especially so in the curious nervous reflexes. These follow and 
develop equally with the progress of disease, but in some cases are 
present even when active disease is absent, being dependent upon 
the state of the cicatrix. 
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It has been said that these changes take place in only a certain 
proportion of cases. These of course are characterized by the ex- 
istence of the symptoms peculiar to the morbid conditions present, 
namely, endocervitis, with or without eversion or erosion, hypertro- 
phy of the lips, endometritis, subinvolution, and chronic metritis 
being the chief diseases liable to be present. Rarely when disease 
is present, do we find one alone. One or more, or all, may be asso- 
ciated. 

It was also said earlier in the paper that even where disease was 
present, local treatment might avail to conquer the symptoms. This 
will. hold true of many mild and even seemingly severe cases. In 
other cases, even mild ones, the disease will recur as often as the 
purely medicinal applications are made. In such cases, and in all 
parenchymatous changes, or in all cases where serious reflex symptoms 
exist, with or without local disease, remedies are useless until the lesion 
is properly united. The key to this will be found in the cicatricial 
condition of the rent. It is well known that the healthy cervix is 
practically without sensitiveness. The acute pain which may be 
roused by pressing upon the angle or sides of a cicatrix of the cervix 


is known to every gynecologist. From the study of nerves im- 


prisoned in the cicatrices of other wounded parts there is every 


reason to believe that the cervical nerves or their terminal fibres 
often become imbedded in the contraction of the cicatricial tissue, 
thereby becoming irritated and serving as a focus for the develop- 
ment of hyperzmia and the reflex neuroses. 

As some proof of the existence of this condition it may be stated 
that in those cases where the angle of the rent is filled with the so- 
called “ plug,” and where the edges are hard and everted, the local 
condition present is least amenable to treatment, and the netvous 
phenomena are most often seen. | 

I shall not take your time detailing symptoms attending disease 
incited by the injury. They may be found in any text-book. I 
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have purposely dwelt chiefly on the anatomical changes in the 
structures as causing these symptoms, for, save in the few cases 
where the reflex symptoms are the only ones present, the amount of 
this change is the standard by which to estimate the need of opera- 
tion, Or to epitomize,—understanding that chronic hyperzmia is 
the primary stage in the production of chronic uterine disease, there- 
fore in those cases where this can be relieved by local or general 
treatment the operation is uncalled for. But in all cases where from 
the severity or extent of the local disease, or where the hyperzmia 
is maintained and kept active by the presence of dense cicatricial 
tissue, in the bulk of which cases we have neuroses even causing 
mania, the operation should be performed as a duty. It is not ad- 
vised as in itself curing in any way the local trouble, but by remov- 
ing the cause you pave the way to the full remedial benefits of the 
local after-treatment. For as the symptoms are not due to the 
laceration itself, but to the inflammatory consequences, where the 
source of inflammation is removed its products can be effectually 
dealt with. 





EXTRA AND INTRA-UTERINE METHODS IN THE TREATMENT OF 
RETROVERSION.

Knowing that the object of this society is an interchange of 
thought on practical subjects, I have chosen a topic which is 
alarmingly practical. Time was when wives and mothers only were 
the victims of the various diseases peculiar to women, Young girls 
were, almost without exception, exempt. Now many of them scarce- 
ly enter puberty before some disorder of the generative organs 
compels them to suffer or seek aid. And as regards married women, 
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it is really refreshing to find one who does not require the services 
of a gynecologist. Though I believe the reasons for this state of 
things to be not at all masked, yet it is not my intention to discuss 
them in the present paper. I have reserved that for future punish- 
ment of this body. If the following pages partake more of the 
negative than the positive form, it is because I believe certain 
forms of manipulation now in vogue to be not only harmful and 
uncalled for, but directly at variance with the well-known anatomical 
construction and relation of parts involved. I refer to the use of 
intra-uterine repositors, as well as the uterine sound for the reposi- 
tion of non-adherent uteri. All the text-books say, with regard to 
the use of the sound, is that it should be introduced and turned 
round so that the curve will correspond to the opposite direction to 
which it passed into the canal. This method is open to the fol- 
lowing objections : 

First. It in nearly all cases causes more or less pain, which is of 
a peculiar, sickening character. 

Second. The uterine canal is,often not tolerant of the mere pas- 
sage of a sound, let alone turning it round and raking its mucous 
membrane. Especially is this true if it has undergone any change 
from co-existing disease. 
= Third. In cases of pregnancy an abortion is well-nigh certain. 
“The last-named objection, is not made without due consideration. 
I have had patients {feign a displacement, for the purpose of 


inducing me to use a sound; and others, who really suffered 


from some malposition, yet were in the early stage of pregnancy, 
’ t=) d 


go away quite dissatisfied because I did not use the sound or repos- 
itor to correct the condition ; and thus relieve them of the burden 
of child-bearing. 

Fourth. The mere passage and turning of a sound is not sufficient 
manipulation to successfully reposit, in obstinate cases. If the ver- 


sion be complete, it is necessary to make traction on the cervix in

order that the fundus may pass the promontory of the sacrum. This 
is quite a difficult procedure, and in the hands of a careless operator 
would be a dangerous one, with the sound pressing upon the fundus, 
Again, the handle of the instrument can not be sufficiently depressed 
upon the perineum to carry the cervix back to the required point ; 
for, unless it be pressed well back into the hollow of the sacrum, 
the organ will re-assume its former position as soon as the sound is 
withdrawn. Any of the standard make of repositors are much better 
instruments, for they can be used with a greater degree of safety, as 
they do not, if properly handled, slip upon the mucous membrane, 
but simply lift the organ as they change curve. But every physician’s 
experience will attest to the fact that they frequently set up inflamma- 
tory changes more or less serious. Their introduction may be at- 
tended with difficulty. Many times a cervical canal sufficiently patent 


for the egress of the flow, etc., will not admit one of these instruments 


without dilatation. But if none of the foregoing objections were valid, 


and if the instruments in question could always be used with warrant- 
able safety, they have not, in my experience, been the most efficient 
means at command. They incur danger and pain, which in all cases 
can be avoided if there are no adhesions. Why manipulate a uterus 
by pressure upon its cavity, which must be conceded to be its most 
sensitive portion, when pressure through the vagina or rectum will 
accomplish the same end? It occurs to me that it would be about 
as much of a display of mechanical ingenuity to pass a bougie into 
a patient’s nose, for the purpose of turning his head. The conjoined 
manipulation is all that is necessary to reposit, and it enhances great- 
ly the comfort of the patient. 

I am aware that in taking this position I am departing from the 
beaten path of prominent gynecologists. Yet the use of repositors is 
very properly decreasing in popularity, while conjoined manipula- 
tion is favorably treated of in the more recent revisions. 


The dorsal or Sims’ position is the one generally employed for 
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intra-uterine repositing, while the knee-chest is the only rational one. 
It would be just as sensible to request a patient to stand while reduc- 
ing a hernia as it is to place a woman upon her back while reposit- 
ing a retroverted uterus. ‘Ihe law of gravitation is equally useful in 
both conditions. In the knee-chest position, the intestines gravitate 
toward the diaphragm and the uterus toward the pubes. And at the 
same time by pressing the perineum back and parting the labii, the 
vagina is inflated, and the atmospheric pressure affords material aid. 
In the dorsal position we not only have to lift the weight of the 
organ, but also to antagonize the pressure exerted by the pelvic con- 
tents upon thefundus. Especially is this true in the most aggravated 
cases, cases in which the uterus is engorged and heavy, and chronic 
cellulitis exists, which require but little irritation to kindle a fresh 
attack. Also when small fibroids occupy the posterior wall of uterus ; 
or in the early stages of pregnancy. The heavier the uterus, the more 
applicable is the knee-chest position, and the more erroneous the 
dorsal. In the former position, gravitation, together with the pres- 
sure exerted by the air, will sometimes be sufficient to reposit. Only 
last week a patient came to me from the hands of a specialist of con- 
siderable note (not a member of this society, however), who told her 


that she did not need any treatment and that the uterus was in its 


proper position. This surprised me, because it was perfectly appar- 
ent that the organ was retroverted. I requested her to take the 


knee-chest posture and upon passing my finger up to Douglas’ cul-de- 


sac, | found the uterus head gravitated forward. She then accidentally 
remarked : “ This is the position in which Dr. M. always examined 
me.” Of course I was no longer at a loss to know why he had not 
detected the displacement, but still have a lurking inclination to sug- 
gest to the doctor that said position is more valuable for treatment 
than diagnosis. 

However, it is not the rule for the uterus to reposit so easily, for 


we do not generally see our patients until the difficulty assumes a 
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much graver aspect and careful manipulation is required, the position 
serving to aid us only. ‘Traction upon the cervix is positively nec- 
essary in obstinate cases. If this is neglected, the operator will 
probably fall into one of two errors; either he will convert a simple 
case of version into a flexion and not reposit at all, or he will be una- 
ble to make the fundus pass the promontory of the sacrum. Again, if 
flexion coexist, he will, if he is not careful, find himself exerting 
pressure at the point of flexion instead of against the fundus ; thus 


balancing the organ on the finger-end, but not being able to press it 
forward. 


A VERIFICATION OF SILICEA.

Some months ago we had occasion to amputate two fingers for a 
man whose hand had been caught in machinery and severely lacer- 
ated. When first seen, the little finger was found cut entirely off, 
but the ring finger still hung by a shred of tissue, leaving the ten- 
don of the flexor sublimis digitorum exposed and covered with ran- 
cid lubricating oil. r 

The injured part was carefully cleaned and soaked in a 394j5 
bichloride solution, before and after amputation. Both fingers 
healed by first intention, but the septic machine oil had penetrated 
the sheath of the tendon above the site of the operation and set up a 
suppurative thesetis. This necessitated several openings in the 
palm, wrist, and forearm for evacuation of pus, and left a sinus deep 
in the palm, from the wrist to the base of the first phalanx of the 
ring finger. 

This sinus proved the most obstinate which we have ever seen, 
resisting all means which surgery offers for those cases, except slit- 


ting it open; which procedure the patient persistently refused to 
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allow. After the thing had discharged more or less profusely for 
almost three weeks, we suddenly recollected our homeopathic prin- 
ciples, and sent the man home with half a dozen powders of silicea 
3x, and no other treatment. 

He returned after two days with the sinus perfectly and perma- 
nently healed. 

This case appears of double interest ; first, because of the incon- 
trovertible action of a homeopathic remedy, which in its crude 
state has no drug action, in a surgical case which had resisted all 
ordinary surgical measures ; second, because the remedy was used 
in the third decimal trituration, which preparation we have been 
taught to believe to be inert, because of insufficient subdivision of 


the silex to develop its potential energy or drug power. 


NOTES ON THE TREATMENT OF ACUTE CORYZA.*

This subject perforce divides itself at once into (1] Preventive 
Measures, and (2) Remedial Measures. We will consider the pre- 
ventive measures first. It may be safely asserted that the majority 
of colds need not occur, even in an uncertain and changing climate 
like ours, if people would understand and practice a few simple 
hygienic precautions. We can not expect to discuss every hygienic 
tule in detail that would apply to each particular case, but we hope to 
present certain general principles which can be elaborated or re- 
duced according to the needs of the individual. 


Your attention is first directed to a custom, that may be called

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almost a natural one, and which we consider to be very pernicious, 
I refer to the habit of sleeping with the windows open at night when 
the external temperature is below a certain point. This custom is 
practically universal in this country, and is an important factor in 
accounting for the frequency among us of the catarrhal diseases of 
the upper air-passages. I fail to find, either by observation or in- 
vestigation, that any other people living in our latitude indulge in 
this custom. The people in Europe are very careful to prevent the 
external night air from entering their sleeping-apartments. Their 
windows are double, and usually you will find a closed stove or fire- 
box in the same room; and, in many other ways, their houses are 
not as well ventilated as ours. 

We can derive many hints from the customs of the lower animals 
upon this subject. They seek to render the air, when sleeping, as 
warm as possible in various ways. When the temperature is below 
that of their bodies, they seek their dens, huddle together, or curl 
up so that the nose is placed close to the body. The birds even, 
whose native element is the air, when sleeping hide their heads be- 
neath their wings or under their breasts. Instinctively they seem 
to appreciate that the body is in a state of least resistance during 
sleep, and that the air they then breathe should be properly warmed 
so as not to act as an irritant to the delicate lung structure. 

Besides the suggestion just made, the reasons for greater care at 
night or during sleep are not difficult to understand. We remove 
our warm clothing and put on that which is much lighter. We are 


not sure on retiring that the temperature will not be twenty degrees, 


or more, lower in the morning. A slight restlessness will expose a 
part of the body to rapid cooling, which generally leads to the 
development of a cold. 


Again, the air must reach the lungs sufficiently moist and warm, 
or else it will act as an irritant and cause trouble. The nose is the 


organ where this is accomplished, but it is limited in its ability, and 
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can not raise the temperature of the air beyond a certain point. 
According to the experiments of Aschenbrandt,* and Kayser,+ the 
inspired air in passing through the nose can be raised about 40° F., 
but no more. These experiments are quoted at length by Bos- 
worth,} as confirmatory of his views on the physiology of the nose, 
first stated in a paper read before the American Climatological As- 
sociation in 1885, and entitled ‘‘ Hay Fever, Asthma, and Allied 
Affections.” 

It is, of course, not. unreasonable to conclude that when all the 
vital processes are in a state of least activity, as, during sleep, the 
inspired air would not be raised even as many as forty degrees, 
though no experiments have been made in demonstration of this. 
Formulating a rule, however, on the basis of these facts, we can say 
that when the external temperature is below 65° F. at nine o’clock 
in the evening, the windows of all sleeping-apartments should be 
closed. This is the advice I have been accustomed to give patients 
for some time past, and it certainly has been a factor not only in 
relieving the chronic conditions, but in the prevention of fresh 
acute attacks of inflammation of the upper air-passages. They will 
tell you they are much more comfortable on rising in the morning ; 
the throat is less rough; there is less cough and less discharge. I 
believe that if this rule were universally followed, “ catarrh”’ would 
not be as frequent as itis. This part of the question may be con- 
cluded with a quotation from Dr. J. B. Johnson,§ of Washington, 


on this subject: ‘“ Even the most robust, who sleep in the open air, 
J , | I 


frequently awake in the morning with a husky voice, dry nostrils, 
pains in the limbs, and uncomfortable feelings about the chest, to 


tell them that they took cold during the night, and to warn them

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against the risk and imprudence of. letting the external air too freely 
into their sleeping-rooms at night.” 

Another hygienic measure of importance, especially to those who 
are catarrhally disposed, is the taking of a cold bath the first thing 
on rising in the morning. The room in which the bath is taken 
should be warm, and if a bath-room is convenient, the water should 
be drawn and allowed to stand in the tub over night. It should be 
taken rapidly, so that the whole body will glow afterward. It acts 
as a tonic to the nervous system through the medium of the cutane- 
ous nerves; and it serves, especially, to toughen such sensitive areas as 
the feet, the back of the neck, and between the shoulders. Occasion- 
ally we find a person unable to bear the slight shock of the cold 
water, and in that case it must be abandoned. | 

The subject of the proper amount of clothing is an important one, 
but without discussing each article in detail, it will suffice to call at- 


tention to the general rule in regard to it, viz., no part of the. body 
should be under-clothed or over-clothed. In our climate, this re- 
quires some little care and forethought. It is manifestly improper 
to wear a sealskin sacque, and at the same time cover the feet 
merely with silk stockings and thin shoes, and expect to avoid tak- 
ing cold. Itis said that many deaths can be attributed every year 


to the sealskin sacque. Its wearers seldom remove it upon going 


indoors on their social visits, and have been known to remain in an 
over-heated room for an hour or more with it on, thus producing 
more or less perspiration and consequent rapid chilling of some sur- 
face of the body on returning to the outside air. That the outel 
wraps should always be removed upon going indoors is like 
stating a truism, but how often do you see it violated not only by 
the wearers of sealskin sacques, but by the wearers of overcoats 
as well! 

Another article may require a few words. The neck-scarf is gen- 


erally considered unnecessary and dangerous, and we find much 
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advice against its use. It would seem, however, that it is the abuse, 
not the use, of it that is dangerous. There are many people to whom 
it is a necessity, and the danger to them’consists in not wearing it. 
They should be advised that it should be worn according to the 
temperature of the day. On the sudden warm days of winter, 
when it would produce perspiration, it may be turned back or car- 
ried in the pocket, to be assumed again when the temperature falls. 
To leave it off on a cold day because you are going merely a short 
distance, is as careless as to stand talking with a departing guest on 
the front porch without your hat. In short, when worn it must be 
with judgment. Carelessness is always fruitful of disaster. Another 
question of importance is the presence of any chronic disease of the 
nose or throat. We find that people so afflicted are, as a general 
tule, subject to acute attacks even from the slightest exposure. It 
is, therefore, a measure of prevention to treat any chronic disease of 
these parts. Of course, a complete discussion of what this treat- 
ment should be is not within the province of this paper. Attention, 
however, is earnestly directed to this subject, for I believe repeated 
acute attacks of coryza are merely symptomatic of some chronic 
fault, to which our investigations should be directed. To be sure, 
this supposes that ordinary care has been taken to avoid any expo- 
sure liable to develop the acute form of the disease. 

If now, from neglect of all precaution, or in spite of the greatest 
care, a cold is developed, how shall it be treated? This brings us 
tothe second part of the paper, viz., remedial measures. If the 


cold comes on toward evening, a hot bath should be taken, followed 


by the exhibition of 1-100 to 1-60 of a grain of sulphate of atropia, 


and the patient well wrapped up in bed. A word of caution is 


necessary in regard to the use of the atropia. Some people are very 
susceptible to its influence, and when given for the first time a much 
smaller dose must be used—say 1-250 to 1-200 of a grain. When 


found to disagree, a full dose of the sulphate of quinine, about ten 
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grains, may be substituted. During the next day the nose and upper 
part of throat should be thoroughly washed out with a warm alka- 
line spray ; or, still better, with a douche, by means of the posterior 
nasal syringe ; the turgescence of the nasal tissues contracted by 
means of cocaine; and, finally, the entire surface covered with 
coating of an unirritating oil. ‘The oleum petrolina we have found to 
be the best for this purpose. This should be done about three times 
in the course of the day. If the cold is first noticed in the morning, 
the process should be reversed ; the local treatment given during the 
day and the general treatment at night. From experience we are 
able to report that, by this method, colds that generally last from 
ten days to two weeks can be limited to about two days. The dis- 
comfort after this is so very slight as not to be considered. We do 
not propose this as an infallible method, but where it fails it will 
usually be found that there is some intra-nasal chronic disease, or 
else some constitutional disorder which makes the attack of extraor- 
dinary obstinacy. 


Lately, and while this paper was preparing, Dr. F. Cardone, of 


Naples, has contended for the parasitic nature of acute coryza, stat- 


ing that its morbid process is analogous to that of pneumonia. He 
has found in the secretions the streptococcus pyogenes, the staphylococcus 
aureus et albus, and, in still greater numbers, the diplococcus of 
Fraenkel and the preumococcus of Friedlander. If he is correct, we 
can, perhaps, understand the great benefit resulting from the early 
and continued cleaning of the parts, such as the above treatment ad- 
vocates. Qn the other hand, if a cold is caused by the paresis of the 
nerve-centers governing the vaso-motor phenomena of the upper 
air-tract, we can also understand how the counter-shock of the hot 
bath and atropia treatment, together with local depletion, so rapidly 
subdues the inflammatory action and restores the patient to accus- 
tomed health.

(CASES FROM THE SURGICAL WARD OF THE BuFFALO Homc&opaTHic HospPiTAL.)

RECUMBENT POSITION IN FRACTURED CLAVICLE.—While Sayre’s 
dressing for fractured clavicle is undoubtedly one of the best, yet 
even that will frequently fail completely to keep the ends of the 
bone in apposition. A case now in the hospital of fracture of middle 
third of this bone will illustrate the point. There was the usual 
tendency of the inner fragment to draw upward. Sayre’s dressing 
applied firmly would overcome the deformity for a time, but any 
motion of the patient's head would again displace the ends. The 
only means that would overcome this difficulty was the recumbent 
posture, head and shoulders low, and head inclined to the injured 


side ; a slight raising of the head and shoulders at the end of four 


days caused immediate displacement. ‘Three weeks in the men- 


tioned position was necessary before there was firm and perfect 
union. In such cases a fracture-bed is almost a necessity to allow 
of frequently bathing the patient. 

How AN ANCHYLOSED SHOULDER-JOINT ACTED AS A FACTOR 
IN PRODUCING FRACTURE OF THE HuMERUs.—A soldier, who had 
a partially anchylosed shoulder-joint, slipped on an icy walk and 
fellon his side. He endeavored to put out his arm to save himself, 
but falling with much force, the arm was forced straight upward 
above his head. Had the shoulder joint yielded easily to the exten- 
sion thus produced, no great injury would probably have occurred, 
but not doing so the humerus was fractured at the surgical neck. 
A shoulder-cap splint of sole leather, with a good axillary pad, and

the arm firmly bandaged to body, retained the fragments sufficiently 
to obtain good union. 

Passive MOTION IN CONNECTION WITH FRACTURE OF THE 
INTERNAL CONDYLE OF THE HuMERuS.—A boy, 14 years old, fell 
from a fence and fractured the internal condyle of the humerus. 
Angular side-splints of leather kept the fragment in place. The 
dressing was only allowed to remain five days, then removed and 
very slight passive motion instituted, scarcely more than pronation 
and supination. This was repeated every five days (each time in- 
creasing the motion) for two weeks,—then every other day. At the 
end of four weeks the union seemed very firm, and the motions 
of the elbow but little restricted. What stiffness did exist had 
disappeared at the end of six weeks. 

The hospital is rapidly filling up with patients, nearly every 
bed being occupied. The demand for nurses is greater than the 
supply. Five of the senior nurses are out on duty and, with the 
head nurse, Miss Hutchinson, away, the work comes heavy upon the 
remainder. Six of the private rooms are occupied. There is a 
constant demand for moderate-priced private rooms. 
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AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF HOMCGOPATHY—FORTY- 
SECOND ANNUAL SESSION. 


EDITOR PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS’ INVESTIGATOR.—The forty- 
second annual session of the American Institute of Homoeopathy 
will be held at Hotel Lafayette, Lake Minnetonka, a few miles 
from the “twin-cities’’ St. Paul and Minneapolis, Minnesota, be- 
ginning Monday evening, June 24, and continuing “until Friday 
night ” June 28, 1889. Details of the arrangements will, from time 
to time, be furnished to the homceopathic journals for publication. 
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The proper committees are actively engaged in securing such 
arrangements as will assure the success of the convention and the 
enjoyment and advantage of those who attend it. The Local Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, and other resident physicians of Minnesota, 
are planning to secure the attendance of as large a number of lady 
friends of the Institute members as possible. 

The object of this notice is to direct the attention of the Institute, 
and especially of the bureaumembers and committeemen, to the fact 
that one-half of the year allowed for preparation has already expired. 
While some of the bureaus and committees have fully matured their 
plans, and many of their members have their work well under way, 
the preparatory labors of others are not yet begun. Thus far the 
Secretary has received reports of progress from bureaus and com- 
mittees in effect as follows : 

The Bureau of Materia Medica reports that some of the members 
have held conference meetings and are preparing materials for illus- 
trating the pathogenesis of Iodine and its Salts. Others have prom- 
ised important literary contributions to the same subject. 

The Bureau of Gynecology is preparing four papers on Urethritis 
and Cystitis (in the Female) and has selected a member to open the 
discussion on each paper. The chairman requests a general dis- 
cussion based on professional experience, and says, “ Everything 
justifies the hope of a full and good report.” 

The Bureau of Psychological Medicine will report on “ Agents for 
the Creation and Development of Will-power”; and expects to 
present at least nine papers on various subdivisions of the topic. 
Some of these papers are now in preparation. 

The Bureau of Obstetrics is engaged upon the general subject of 
Puerperal Complications. Several members of the bureau are 
already at work upon their assigned subdivisions. 


The Directors of Provings have adopted as their work for the year 


“Critical Analyses of the Provings” presented at the last meeting, 
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and for this purpose a set of rules has been elaborated, under which 
the members of the committee will determine the value of such 
provings, each member applying the rules according to his own con- 
venience. 

Certain other bureaus are also engaged in the preparation of their 
essays, though formal reports of progress have not yet been re- 
ceived ; and the same is true of some of the more important com- 
mittees. Still other bureaus it is known have not yet completed the 
preliminary portion of their annual labors. As information is re- 
ceived it will be sent to the journals for publication. 

The Secretary may be pardoned for suggesting that papers be com- 
pleted early, and copies made and submitted for examination to those 
likely to participate in the discussion thereon, thus adding to the 
interest and profit of the Sectional Meetings. These copies could 
then be sent to such journals as their authors might select, thus 
securing their wider publicity, yet without interfering with the 
prompt publication of the Transactions.

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Beer Yeast as a Therapeutic Agent.—The European medical press 
has circulated very largely the assertion that during cholera epidem- 
ics the employés of breweries have been singularly free from the 
contagion. The experiments with beer yeast, made by Dr. Heer, 
the attending physician of the penal institution at Ratiber, as com- 
municated by him to the Deutsche Medizinische Zeitung, may be of 
considerable interest. He says that he had noticed more than 
twenty years ago that in more than four hundred cases, pure beer 
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yeast would rapidly cure scurvy, and that its use was without danger 
or even the slightest unpleasant consequences. 





In 1866 he tried the same remedy in the treatment of cholera, 
and met with better results than with any other mode of treatment, 
and thus came to the conclusion that the yeast plant was an antago- 
nist of the comma-bacillus as well as to the microbe causing scurvy, 
and that thus a remedy was found which, without injury to the 
human system, would deprive these bacteriz of their sustenance. 
The following were the conclusions arrived at : 











1, Yeast is probably a powerful remedy for zymotic diseases, 
and in scorbutis and purpura undoubtedly so. 

2. In several cases of well-advanced tuberculosis I have seen it 
overcome high febrile conditions, followed by a well-established 
arrest of the solidifying of the lung tissues, which had progressed 
several months. 







3. The exhibition of yeast is very easy, doses up to two litres 
per day were given without the slightest bad results. 


4. The remedy is readily taken by the patient and replaces the 
use of milk. 






5. By its easy assimilation it becomes a nutrient. 





Dr. Heer suggests the administration of beer yeast in diphtheria, 
and hopes for the best results from its use. 





As beer yeast can be 
obtained at any lager beer brewery, it would seem as if our physi- 






cians should give this new remedy a thorough trial, remembering, 
in this connection, the good effects generally obtained from the use 
of the old-fashioned yeast poultice.—American Analyst. 
















Wound-healing under the Dry Aseptic Scab.— Prof. Keuster (Cen- 
tralblatt f. Chirurgue, March 17, 1888), in reply to remarks made 
by Dr. Sonnenberg before the Association of Berlin Surgeons, Jan- 
wary 9, who characterized K.’s method of treating the wound after 
the operation for the radical cure of hernia as an “open method,” 
Objects to this designation of his method, and takes occasion to 
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more fully describe his method as follows: After the reduction 
of the contents of the sac, the latter is sutured and excised, and 
the ring is also closed by suturing. The wound cavity itself is 


now closed by several rows of buried sutures, so arranged as to 
bring together the edges of the several layers, tissue to like tissue 


In congenital cases he does not loosen the sac, but sutures its oppos- 
ing surfaces down to the point where the testicle lies free. The 
wound of the skin is now closed by a continuous silk suture, and an 
iodoform and collodion mixture brushed over the line of suturing un- 
til it is perfectly covered in and blood nolonger oozes through. No 
drain is used, and no further dressing is deemed necessary. If, 
after two or three days, a split occurs in the scab or crust formed 
by the drying of the iodoform and collodion, the gap is quickly filled 
by a slight oozing from the deeper portions of the wound, which, 
upon drying, becomes a bar against infection. 

There can be no doubt, if thorough asepsis is observed and ob- 
tained during the operation, the method of completely obliterating 
every space in which blood clot or serum could accumulate would 
do away with the necesssity for drainage. This granted, it follows, 
as a natural sequence, that absorbent dressings are superfluous, sim- 
ple protection of the line of suturing from atmospheric influences, 
infection, etc., being alone indicated. The iodoform and collodion 
compound would seem to fulfill this admirably. The method could 
scarcely find application in large or deep wounds, particularly if the 
latter invaded planes of dense connective tissue, fasciz, etc. Here 
it would be manifestly best to provide drainage, etc. 

In marked contrast to K.’s method is that of McBurney, who, pro- 
viding against infiltration by suturing the entire thickness of each 
edge of the wound together in such a manner as to render it practi- 
cally but one layer, packs the wound cavity, and thus obliterates the 
inguinal canal, the latter filling up by granulation, a firm cicatricial 
plug taking its place. 
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Therapeutics of Abortion.—Acon. From fright, bright flow, fear 
of death. 

Aletris. Habitual tendency to abort at first or fourth month. 

Arn. From blow or concussion. Feels bruised and sore, bed too 
hard. 

China, Exhaustion from profuse flooding. 

Cinnamon, From misstep or fall. Profuse bright flow. 

Perrum. Red face, nervous erethism, but weak. 

Spec. Bright flow, nausea, pain about navel. 

Nux mosch. Continued flooding, faint, chilly, and dry mouth. 
Hysterical women. 

Nux vom. Desire for stool or urination with every pain. Cross 
and irritable. 

Puls. Intermittent flow, craves fresh air. 

Rhus. From strain. Restless from pain, cramps in legs. 

Sabina. Miscarriage at the third month. Flow bright red and 
clotted. Pain from back to pubes. 

Sepia. Miscarriage from six to seventh month; slimy stool with 
straining. Sensation of emptiness at pit of stomach. 

Secale. Passive black flow from uterine atony. Skin cold but will 
not be covered. 

Viburn. Habitual miscarriage at first period after impregnation, 
so patient becomes sterile. Useful as a uterine tonic to counteract 
a tendency to abortion. 





Verifications in Practice.—H/yos. Dry night cough relieved by sit- 
ting up ; worse when lying down. 

Merc. Sol. Otalgia from decayed teeth, worse at night, relieved by 
warmth. 


Puls. Menses never at the right time, also rapidly changing symp- 
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toms and shifting pains, all relieved in the open air and aggravated 
by warmth. 


Collinconia. Hemorrhoids accompanied by profuse leucorrhcea, 


Smarting and itching, worse at night, relieved in the morning. 


Allium cepa. Neuralgia of the stump or cicatrix after operations. 

Cimicifuga. Chronic rheumatism, with cramps of the calves, wak- 
ing patient out of sleep at night. 

Gelsem. Seminal emissions without erections, from excessive 


mental work. Had asthenopia and nocturnal enuresis. 





Infantile Syphilis —Dr. R. W. Taylor, who has made this sub- 
ject a special study, recommends the following formula ; suspending 
its administration from time to time, as the system requires a toler- 
ance for it :

Nocturnal Enuresis.--Unna recommends fluid ext. of Rhus aro- 
matica, twice daily in doses of 5 minims, for children under two 
years, and from 14 to 15 m.in children from three to six. He 
always supplements this treatment. by the use of the spinal cold 
douche, hard mattress, and habituating the child to rise in the night 
to empty the bladder. 

After non-success with other plans of treatment for nocturnal 
enuresis, give the following a trial :

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Bronchocele,—Sir Morell Mackenzie treats bronchocele by inject- 
ing into the gland m. xx-xxx tinct. iodine, repeating three or four 
times at weekly intervals, and after that once a fortnight as long as 
required. We have had good results from this procedure, combined 
with the internal use of potass. iodide. 











Cystitis —In the earlier stages of cystitis the happiest results may 
be attained by the exhibition of benzoic acid and borax, of each ten 


grains, given three times daily in an ounce or two of infusion of 
buchu. 
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HEADACHE AND ITs MATERIA MeEpica. By B. F. UNDERWoop, M.D. New 
York: A. L. Chatterton & Co., 1889. Cloth, $1.25. 


Headache is classified by the author into seven principal divisions; 
1,Anemic; 2, hyperemic; 3, nervous; 4, reflex ; 5, rheumatic ; 
6, toxic : 7, catarrhal. 

These different classes are first taken up and dealt with individ- 
ually, and the distinguishing points of each are given. 

Between saying, “ Oh, yes, a headache ; well, any one is liable to 
headaches,” and then prescribe a mixture of morphine and belladonna 
to quiet the pain for a time ; and saying to one’s-self, “ Here is a case 
of headache, which, from its general character and location, in all 
probability comes from some derangement of the sexual system,” and 
then to carefully prescrible the indicated remedy, what a difference ! 
One is empiricism, the other is both science and art. 

Besides the good to the patient, the physician feels a great deal 
better when he has made a correct diagnosis, whether the case be 
one of headache or of intra-laryngeal growth. 


Then follows the therapeutic action of the different remedies, and 
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the repertory. We can not understand, however, why in a book 
otherwise so excellently arranged there is not some method in 
grouping the remedies. Instead of any regularity, the remedies are 
dropped in promiscuously and ina very hap-hazard sort of a way. 
Commencing with Belladonna, the next remedy is Nux vom. ‘Then 
come Bry., Actea, Sanguinaria, Iris, etc. 

It would be much better if all were arranged alphabetically, and 
in future editions we hope to see this done. 

Notwithstanding this slight objection, the book is one which every 
homceopath should possess—not to put away in the book-case, but 
to place it on his desk, by the side of its cousin, “ Bell on Diar- 


rhea.”

Nor does its usefulness cease with the dissections, but it is a handy 
book for the doctor’s desk ; for there are many points which we for- 


get in a remarkably short time after our “ finals,” and which we want 


to recall when in practice. And we have not always time and dis- 
position to wade through several pages of Gray, but can readily find 
what we desire in a few moments in the “ Vest-Pocket Anatomist.”

We picked up this report with the feeling that it was going to be a 
great bore looking through it, but soon we found ourselves reading 
with interest. The article on Consumption, and the appeal to the 
people to take some decided step to wipe this terrible scourge from 
the face of the earth, we found to be particularly interesting. 

The volume also contains some of the proceedings of the Am. Pub- 
lic Health Association, and the Lomb prize essay, “ Healthy Homes 
for the Working Classes.” 

It shows good work among the members of the Board, and many 


of the suggestions are pertinent and practical. 





THE MISREPRESENTATIONS OF HoMcCEOPATHY, by THos. NICHOL, M.D., LL.D., 

D.C.L. Being No. 5 of Montreal Tracts on Homceopathy. 

Much good is being done for the cause of homceopathy abroad by 
tracts written by the best men in Great Britain. In this country 
the only man who seems to see the advantage of making the people 
practically acquainted with the benefits of the system in this manner 
is Dr. Nichol of Montreal. In this tract he first answers the usual ob- 
jections : First, Homoeopathy is of modern origin. Second, Home- 
opathy was discovered by a quack. Third, Homceopathy is quackery. 
To the first he gives quotations from Hippocrates, down. To the 
second, a sketch of Hahnemann’s life and works. ‘To the third, an in- 
vitation to any desiring to learn the truth or falsity of this statement 
to partake of the feast of authorities given. The tract then assumes 


the offensive, and the author proceeds to show what homeopathy has 


done and can do. He gives statistics, comparative, of the mortality 


of the two schools in such diseases as typhus, dysentery, pneumonia, 
yellow fever, and cholera. Of the latter he says: “On August 7, 1854, 
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cholera broke out in London, Ont. It was of a malignant type, and 
numbers died, but most fortunately Dr. Alexander Thompson Bull, 
now of Buffalo, N. Y., had located in the place just two weeks before. 
His first case was in the family of the mayor, Marcus Holmes, who 
frankly told him that he was called because no one else could be 
had. The case recovered, and during the epidemic the doctor 
attended fifty-three cases, many of them in the stage of collapse, 
without a single death. 1 was with Dr. Bull at the time, and vouch 
for the accuracy of these statements. During the same epidemic 
the loss under allopathic treatment was very great; in the cholera 
hospital, especially, hardly a patient escaped. The treatment 
throughout was strictly homceopathic, the lower dilutions being ex- 


clusively used.” 


In conclusion Dr. Nichol states the advance made by homeopathy 


in various foreign countries, particularly Spain. 
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The Use of Pepsin in the Local Treatment of Diphtheria and Mem- 
branous Croup,—Speaking of solvents in diphtheria, Da Costa 
says: ‘‘ The remedy that has done best is a saturated solution of 
pepsin in the form of a spray. 

“But a spray is a terror to most children, especially infants, and 
many practitioners are deterred from using any remedy, however 
useful, which has to be applied in that form. In my own practice 
I always use a swab or sponge, on a bent rod, applying the solution 
of pepsin freely to the diseased surfaces, every one, two or three 
hours, according to the severity of the case and quantity of false 
membrane present. 

“ The objection to the probang may be made that a child does 
not submit to its use any more gracefully than to that of the spray ; 
but it takes but a moment to make the application, even if force be 
necessary to accomplish that obiect, and the effects.are ‘more lasting 
than the spray, necessitating its use much less frequently. 

“In regard to the form of pepsin, allow me to say that I have 
used several and find that those which come in a scale or crystal 
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form, so called, are the most active ; the powdered form being diffi- 
cult of solution and not seeming to possess the energy of the former. 

“ Two years ago I began the use of solutions of pepsin locally, 
with the same general treatment, since when my cases have made a 
more rapid and better recovery than when the same treatment with- 
out the pepsin was administered.” 

As to the value of pepsin in these affections when of proper purity 
and strength there can be no question. We believe that the recent 
improvements in pepsin, securing greater purity, strength and per- 
manence (we allude to the pepsin purum in lamellis of Parke, Davis 
& Co., which is the nearest approach that has yet been made to pure 
pepsin, and possesses more than twice the digestive power of any 
previously introduced), will lead to its extensive use in diphtheria 
and membranous croup, maladies now attended with such grave 
results, even when combated by the most expert medical care.
